Alfalfa probably stands pre-eminent 
as a food fer dairy cattle. In fact, 
alfalfa together with good corn sil- 
age, supplemented with a ration of 
grain and meal makes an excellent 
ration and produces results. 

Most farmers have by this time 
been thoroughly convinced of the 
value of silage, and in some manner 
or other try to feed their corn in this 
form. Various schemes for increas- 
ing the valu3 of the profein-content 
of corn silage by the addition of yar- 
ious other fodders, such as cowpeas, 
soja beans, etc., have been advocated. 
The results along these lines have 
been disastrous in many cases. The 
beans are either too green or too dry 
to make good silage at the time the 
silo is filled, or else there is trouble 
in the cutting and filling operations. 
with the result that when the middle 
of winter comes a large amount of 
silage is wasted by rotting. The beans 
or peas being of different texture 
than the corn, do not pack tight, with 
the result that air pockets are formed 
around them in process of filling and 
the beans or peas spoil and in their 
decomposition spoil’ the silage next 
to them. 

It is safer to put the pure corn into 
the silo, and to cure the gow peas, 
beans, etc., into hay. =

WEST LAND REGULATIONS.

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead ® quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on’a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. i 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. . 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years after earning homestead 

tent; aleo 50 acres extra cultivation. 
>re-emmption patent may be obtained av 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A eettler who has exhausted hishome- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.

Demand for Beef 


Prospects Are Bright For the Cattle 
Raising Industry in Western 
Canada 

Much interesting information was 
contained in the report of the secre- 
tary of the Saskutchewan Cattle 
Breeders’ association, ut the annual 
meeting held at Regina recently. The 
Trepo:t in pait was us follows: 

If anything, the situation wiih re- 
gard to the cattle breeding industry 
hag become more serious, and the 
shortage of beef cattle more marked, 
This is not only true of the Dominion 
of Canada, but also of the United 
States, Great Britain and France. In 
fact, the shortage is world wide. The 
figures in proof of this are «s follows: 

One year’s decrease in cattle in: 
Canada, 9.3 per cent.; United States, 
3.3 per cent.; Britain, 2.1 per cent.; 
lrance, 9 per cent, 

Th * the shortage is acutely felt at 
the leading markets is shown by the 
}following figures taken for the month 
,of September, 1913 and 1914, at the 
) six teading cattle murkets in the 
;United States, namely: Chicago, 
j Kansas City, Ohama, St. Louis, St. 
Jcseph and Sioux City. The total 
}number received during September, 
1918, was 954,181, :nd duripg Septem- 
j ber, 1914, was 814,985, or a decrease of 
} 139,196. 

It might not be fair to take that as 
an average decreas: but citing these 
figures exactly in half we have a total 
(decrease in cattle shipments for the 
year, .t the above named markets, 
835,176 head, or roughly speaking, 
|300,000 pounds of beef. This decrease 
for the entire United States for 1913 
,has been estimated at nine beef cat- 
{tle per 100 people, Owing to the aboli- 
tlon of the United States tariff, a 
!lurge number of Canadian cattl> went 
,south. The St. Paul market alone re- 
'ccived 38,623 head. 

The question may be asked, grant- 
ing these figures to be correct, why 
the price of beef is not higher. In 
(this regard it may be stated that the 
| retail] price of all meats in Canada to- 
jday is approximately the same as in 
;Great Britain. The average price of 
{choice beef per pound live weight 
‘during 1914 at the leading western 
|}markets was: Choice gtecrs, Toronto, 
17.67 cents; Chicago, 9.33 cents; Mont- 
jreal, 6.62 cents; Winnipeg, 6.07 cents; 
Calgary, 6.94 cents. Whilst the retail- 
‘ers’ prices in the following cities were 
~—Sirloin steak, Montreal, 22.7 cents; 
; Winnipeg, 26.8 certs; Regina, 28 
|cents; Calgary, 22.8 cents, Medium 
jchuck, Montreal, 18 cents; Winnipeg, 


18.8 cents; Regina, 18.4 cents; Cal- 
gary, 15 cents.

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Preparing Poultry 
How Can These Thoughtless Farmers 
be Reached? 

_ We have discussed the question of 
fitting poultry properly before ship- 
ping to market until it would seem 
that the trouble has become chronic | 
with us. No one can appreciate the | 
need for more educaticn and demon- 
stration along this very line until he | 
sees for himself the boxes of birds | 
that come to city dealers Apart alto- 
Bether from the «act that feed is 
scarce, any thrifty farmer or farmer's 
wife would offer the moet severe crit- 
icism if he or she could see what we 
have seen. The Central Farmers’! 
Market of Winnipeg very wisely took 
a few specimens of poorly dressed 
birds and presented them before the 
delegates to the Grain Growers’ eon- 
vention at Brandon. Every . farmer 
and farmer's wife who saw them was 
astounished to think that any farmer 
would be foolish enough to ship Bich 
stuff to market. 

Yet that exhibit-was quite typicitt of 
hundreds of poundstof drested poultry 
that come ou our western markets. 

There is no possibte-excuse for ship- 
ping birds that are so thin that no 
city family would take them as a! 
gift. Some geese and turkeys come | 
on the market that are smaller than | 
medium sized ducks, and ducks are | 
shipped that would not make a meat ; 
for two. Some cases of all classes | 
of fowl come to market half plucked, ! 
dirty, bloody and so thin that they} 
ean only be handled by restaurants ! 
for making pot pie. For this purpose ; 
the pnice is naturally very low. It | 
is really astonishing to see the miscr- | 
able condition in which some farmers 
send their poultry to market. 

Now, who sends this poor trash? 
We know, as Well as does the general | 
public, that the thrifty farmer or, 
farmer's wife would not think of ship- | 
ping poultry to market before it was | 
properly fattened, properly cleaned 
an@ dressed and presented in the best 
possible shape. If they had no grain 
to fatten them, they would kéep them 
at home, and, if they wanted to know 
how to dress and pack them, they 
would find out rather than ship them 
in “any-old-shape.” Such stuff is ship- 
ped by the disinterested, uneducated 
farmer, the man who does not*take a 
farm paper and to whom the educa- 
tion afforded by our agricultural col- 


{ 


jleges does not appeal. He does not 


read; he does not know; 
haps, he doeg not care. 
This class is always the most diffi- 
cult to reach. How can they be reach- 
ed? It will require some co-operative 
effort to reach them. ‘For instance, 
one way would be for dealers to keep 
a list of the names of shippers who 
send forward this poor gtuff and turn 
these names over to those who have 
charge of tis educational work, say, 
our agricultural colleges or depart- 
ments of agriculture. The shipper 
could then be reached dir.ct by let- 
ters of information, or personally yis- 
ited by a district representative or

We were also afforded an opportunity 
at each place to discuss with numerous 
bankers and business men the ques- 
tion of the results being ed 0 wake

ed, and no effort was spared to make 
the investigation a thorough one. 

It is our unanimgus opinion that the 
better farming campaign being con- 
ducted in North Dakota is proving 
successful in a remarkable degree, 
and is rapidly creating conditions 
which will ensure an enormous ell- 
hancement of the prosperity of the 
state, as well as contribute to a mat- 
evial improvement of the social condi- 
tions of farm life. From an investiga- 
tion of the cost of the worl: we con- 
clude that the expenditures thereon 
will be returned a_hundredfold 
through increase of agricultural jero- 
ducts, 

We are further of the opinion that 
the experience of North Dakota, con- 
sidered in conjunction with the his- 
tory of agricultural progress in other 
parts of North America, serves to cs- 
tablish conclusively that the attain- 
ment of a thoroughly satisfactory de- 
velopment of the agricultural indus- 
try of a new country requires that 
there shall exist—as auxiliary to th> 
departments of agricultural and ex- 
perimental farms—an efficiently o-- 
zanized staff of field men to carry in 
formation to the farmers on their 
own farms. 

As a natural consequence of the 
unparalleled rapidity of the settle- 
ment of Western Canada in the last 
few years we have admittedly an pn- 
usually large percentage of settlers 
whose knowledge of farming is slight, 
and it ig therefore an abvious deduc- 
tion that the result; which could be 
looked for from an efficient organiza- 
tion of field men would be proportion- 
ately greater here than in North Da- 
kota. 

The necessity for an organized 
movement to increase largely agricul 
tural production in the prairie prov- 
ineces by greater efficiency of farming 
methods is now widely recensnized, 
and we cannot urge too strengly that 
steps be taken without dey to in- 
augurate the Field Agen: System 
here, as the .nost effective means of 
xccomplishing the desire.. ond. 

We think it well to add that in our 
opinion a movement alonys the lines 
recommended, in order to he produc: | 
tive of the maximum gocd, should 
take the form of a combination of 
the Farmers’ Association., and the 
more important business interests to | 
cooperate with the department of 
agriculture.
